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NORMAL SCHOOL 
AT LOS ANGELES 


Institution Offers Many 


Advantages and is a 


Benefit to State. 


Vacation days are numbered; thd 


sound of the school bell will soon be 
heard In the land; and very 
soon 


troops of pupils and students of all 
ages, some Joyously, others reluctant- 
ly, will turn their faces toward the 
school houses of the country. Revers- 
ing the custom that obtains through- 
out the east, in genial California the 
higher educational institutions call 
their students back to work earlier 
thah the elementary schools. 
The 


State University and Stanford Uni- 
versity opened a week or more before 
September 
first. 
Some of the state 


normal schools begin at about 
the 


same time and other higher institu- 
tions are but little, if at all, behind. 


Our nearest state school is the Nor- 


mal School at Los Angeles. This in- 
stitution entered upon Its second quar- 
ter-centenntal year on Sept. 2nd. On 
August 29, 1882, just 25 years ago, the 
school first opened its doors for the 
admission of students. 
Since 
that 


time it has enrolled between 
three 


thousand and four thousand students 
and Its graduates number 1990. 


On the close of the school June last, 


the celebration of the 25th anniversary 
of the school was held, ending with 
an alumni banquet at 
which 
were 


pres'ent nearly 
450 graduates 
and 


teachers. 
Among the guests on this 


occasion were members of the class 
•which entered on the opening day in 
1882, some of the first teachers, and 
a large number of students from the 
pioneer classes. 


Some of the graduates of 25 years 


ago are still teaching in the public 
schools of California. 
Many have 


taught from ten to twenty years. The 
average length of teaching service of 
the entire number, exclusive of the 
graduates of the last four of five years, 
whose 
experience 
has ' necessarily 


been brief, is over seven years. This 
becomes evident some of the benefit 
the state has derived from the main- 
tenance of a school of 
professional 


training for her teachers. This is to 
be multiplied by five, for a l>ke record, 


tlon to the length of ita work-' 


ing life, has been made by each of 
the Normal Schools of California. 


The Los Angeles Normal School, as 


well as that at San Jose and San Fran- 
cisco, require as standard of prepara- 
tion for admission graduation from a 
four year high school course. In each 
case the change from a. lower stand- 
ard of admission to the higher has 
been marked by a lessening of attend- 
ance. When the normal schools were 
open to applicants from any class in 
the high school, the first to the fourth 
inclusive, naturally the number was 
larger than when only recommended 
graduates were received. 
But 
with 


this diminished attendance there has 
been a corresponding increase in tiu 
number of graduates. T.liis important 
result is well shown by a comparison 
of statistics for the first three years oi 
the present decade, when 
students 


were received from the ninth grade, 
with those of the last three 
years 


when only high school graduates or 
those of equivalent preparation havt 
been admitted.

it becomes possible to provided more 
readily for the larger number of ir- 
regular and special students now de- 
sirous of taking work in the school.

On 
the resignation of Mr. Babcock to ac- 
cept a position of special Investigator 
of plant diseases, under the direction 
of the Agricultural Department of the 
University, Mr. Clayton F. Palmer of 
Palo Alto was appointed to fill the 
position.

tensive training and experience as a 
teacher of agriculture and his garden 
work in connection .with 
the 
Palo 


Alto school has attracted wide atten- 
tion. 


During the ensuing year the Normal 


School will doubtless continue the ex- 
tension work in which it has been en- 
gaged fort he past two years. 
In pur- 


suance of this plan several of the nor- 
mal school teachers have given lec- 
tures and conducted conferences 
in 


many towns and districts of Southern 
California. 
The movement is an ex- 


pression of the desire of the faculty 
to make the schol serve in the largest 
way possible every educational inter- 
est. It has resulted In bringing many 
teachers into closer touch with the in- 
stitution and in giving the latter a 
better knowledge of 
the 
practical 


needs of teachers and schools. 


The outlook for the new year Is very 


promising. The advanced registration 
exceeds that of recent years and there 
is every indication of a 
prosperous 


year.
